LETTER 

Concerning the 

Currency of Clipt Money/ 

SIR, 

T H E Inconveniencies and Mifchiefs 
that the currency of clipt and coun- 
terfeit Money neceflarily occafions, 
are fo manifeft to every Body, 
(even to the meaneft Capacity) that it is as 
needlefs to remonftrate any of them, as it is ■ 
impoflible fo enumerate them all. It violates 
all CoritraUs, and alters the meafure of Trade, 
breeding cdnfufion in all Commerce, whether 
Domeftick or Foreign ; and confufion is a Mis- 
fortune fo extenfive , that neither it, nor its ill 
confequences can be defcrib’d, and can only 
be comprehended by being felt. . 

Gold and Silver are the Material's which the 
confent of Mankind has made the counterpoife 
or value of all other things j by which, Barter, 
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or the Exchange of one Commodity for ano- 
ther is avoided : And thofe Metals are become 
the Inftruments of Commerce ; fo that,' for Ex- 
ample, inftead of giving a Sack of Wheat, of 
which I have Store, for a Yard of Cloth, which 
I want, I now may for fo much Gold or 
Silver as is by the content of Mankind the 
counterpoite or value of a Sack of Wheat, have 
the Yard of Cloth ; and he that fpared me 
the Yard of Cloth may with that Gold or Sil- 
ver procure from any body elle a Sack of 
Wheat, or a lefs quantity (if he wants not fo 
much as a Sack) with part of it, and other 
things which he wants with the refidue. 

A fmall quantity of Gold or Silver is equal 
in value to very great quantities of other things z 
as for Inftance, a Grain of Gold is worth a 
prodigious number of Grains of Wheat ; f Q 
that whilft thofe Metals remain in the Lump 
they are not adapted to the common Occa- 
sions of Mankind : And befides, they being Ca 
pable of being mixt with other Metals of l c fs 
value, without its being difcernible by the Eye 
that they are fo mixt, there was a neceffity 
of having pieces of thofe Metals cut out into 
fnch Sizes as fuited with commerce , and of 
fixing a certain Standard of Finenels that 
thofe Pieces mould be of, or elle thofe Metals 
would want much of their utefulnels, becaute 
? t\vo\i d be difficult to cut the Pieces out of 
the Lump, and weigh them exactly as Men's 

Occa- 
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Occafions requir’d : And the generality of 
People could not (for want of Skill) ef- 
lay them, and might thereby be liable to 
be cheated. 

Hence it came to pafs that all Govern- 
ments, vvhofe proper Office it is to take 
care their Subjeds ffiould receive no In- 
jury, ordain’d that the Weight and Fine- 
nels of thefe Metals, which Ihould be made 
ufe of in their Dominions, Ihou’d be as- 
certain ’d , and made known to the Peo- 
ple j and to that end coining was in- 
ilituted, and the Pieces of thole Metals 
fo coin’d are what we call Money j fo that 
Money is nothing elle but Silver or Gold 
cut into Pieces of a certain known weight 
and finenels, which the Stamp and Name 
given them by the Government, warrants 
to the People to contain the quantity of 
Standard Gold or Silver they are current 
for.

' If therefore thole Pieces contain not 
the quantity of Standard Gold or Silver 
they ought, that is to fay, which their 
Denomination imports, wholoever receives 
them is cheated, and the Faith of the Pub- 
lick violated, and the Government dis- 
honoured j and this is the reafon that coun- 
terfeiters of Coin, and clippers or dimi- 
ihers of the true Coin in every Country are 
punilhed capitally. 
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If in a time of neceflity the Government 
fhould coin Pieces of bafer Metal or leis 
weight than the Standard, as the City of 
Rotne did when ftreightned by Hannibal , 
and in other Countries has been done in an 
Exigency of the State, thofe Pieces wou d 
not be Money, but Counters or Tickets, 
^ which the Government wou’d in Ho- 
nour and Juftice be'.oblig’d to make good, 
and receive in again when the Exigency 
was over, and return and pay the Pol- 
fefl'ors the full value of them in Standard 
Gold or Silver ; and nothing but a confi- 
dence that the Government would faith- 
fully do fo, could give them a currency as 
if they were true value: For Gold or 
Silver coming in the place of Commodities, 
and being taken inftead of them' in Bai ter, 
mull of neceflity be in the lame condition 
that other Commodities would be, in caie^ 
there were no Money. Now in cafe of 
Barter, ’tis not the Name, but the Quan- 
tity and Ufefulnefs of the commodity 
gives it the value. And the Government 
, cou^d not arbitrarily fet a certain Value 

for Goods in Barter, but the Value mult 

and wou'd be (in °* a h Laws to the 
contrary ) according t0 the Plenty or 
Scarcity of the Commodities, and Needs ot 
the People. As fuppofe in a Country 
where there was no Money, a Law were 
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made that a Bufhel of Wheat fhould ex. 
change for a Yard of Cloth,, What Effect 
could that Law have, if Wheat wereplen- 
ty, and Cloth were fcarce ? But if there 



fhould after that be another Law made, 
that half a Bufhel fhould be call’d a Bufhel, 
and exchang’d for as much as a Bufhel did 
before j if the Government fhould have ne- 
ver fo much need of Cloth, I doubt they 
would hardly get their Subjects to make it, 
and fupply them therewith on thofeTerms, 
unlefs the Government could teach them 
how to feed as many Mouths with half a 
Bufhel, as they did, or could with a whole 
. Bufhel. But methinks there needs no Ar- 
gument to prove, that the Government of 
any Country can’t make half an Ounce 
of Silver (or any thing lefs than an Ounce) 
purchafe as much of any Commodity as 
an Ounce j whatever Name it gives to 
the half Ounce, tho’ it were the very fame 
Name the Ounce was call’d by before, un- 
lefs any body could think that a Man that 
had 400 Crowns, weighing an Ounce 
each, was no Richer than one that had 400 
Crowns, weighing but half an Ounce each; 
and if there be any fuch Perfon, let him 
enjoy his Fancy, 1 will not dilpute with 
him. 

The quantity of Gold or Silver, being 
(then) that which gives the Value to the 
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Coin ; all that any Government ought to 
do (or indeed can do) in coining, or 
making Money , is to effay the Metal, 
and weigh the Pieces, and fet a Stamp on 
them, as a Mark, by which the People Ihall 
be inform’d what quantity of Gold or 
Silver is in each Piece. 

All this I confefs might be done by the 
Subje&s themfelves , were they fit to be 
trailed : but fince,if every one might coin 
his own Money, it would be impoffible to 
prevent Fraud ; therefore this Truft 
is Lodg’d in the Government, which is 
prefum’d to do all things for the good 
and fafety of the People, and nothing to 
their Prejudice, or in Deceit of them. 

The Government of Englavdhas generally; 
in all Ages been very careful in this Matter,as 
will appear by the antient and con flan t Con- 
ftitutions and Indentures of the Mint : And 
with great 'Reafon : For befides the Duty 
of taking care that the Subjydt be kept 
from wrong ; the Interell of all Govern- 
ments, obliges them to be careful and juft 
in this Point $ for its Stamp being a War- 
ranty of the Weight and 1-incneis of the 
Money, the Government -is. bound by that 
Warranty to make it good to the- SubiecT, 
if the Money be defective in either Refpeci, 
and fo the Parliament has judg’d this SeR 
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fion, or elle I can fee no Reafon at all 
tor their Refolution , that the Deficiency of 
dipt and baje Money , Jhoulcl be made good to 
the People, at the Charge of the Publick. 

And as the Government of Englandhzs al- 
ways taken care., that the Money fhould be 
coin’d of its due W eight, and Finenefs ; fo 
it has provided by Law , that none fhould 
pals, or be receiv’d, or payable, that was di- 
minilh'd in its Weight; for by the antient 
Orders of the Exchequer, none was to be 
taken there, but what was weighed and 
tryed as well>as told ; and in common 
commerce, every body might refufe falfe or 
light Money; and if any Perfon utter’d 
counterfeit or diminifhed Money, know- 
ing it to be faife or diminifhed, lie might 
be indicted, and punifhed as guilty of a great 
Mtfprifion ; and if he knew the Counterfeit- 
ers, or Diminifhers of it, or utter’d it for 
them, he was partaker of their Crime , and 
guilty of High-Treafon. 

But of late years notwithftanding the 
good Provilion of our Laws, our Silver Mo- 
ney has been (almoft all that has been 
current among!! U s) either counterfeited 
or jelipt, or otherways diminifhed, and 
every body guilty of Mijprifm in uttering 
it, knowing it to be fucli. 
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What has been the Occafion of this 
general Corruption., as well of the People 
as of our Money, is not my Bufincfs 
to enquire, my purpofe is only to acquaint 
you. what Remedy the Wifaom of the 
Parliament has provided thefe two laft Seh- 
fions, in order to our relief from a Misfor- 
tune, our Negligence (to fay no worfc of it) 
has fuffer’d to grow upon us to fuch a 
Height, as had almoft brought us to utter 
Ruin. 

The Parliament lafc Year obferv’d that 
the Moniers with adulterated and dipt 
Money, bought up the broad and weighty 
Money, in order to clip it, or melt it 
down, and therefore in an AB to prevent 
counterfeiting. , and clipping the Coin cf this 
.Kingdom , made 6 & 7 Guliel. Tertii, 
mongft other Things, 3 tis enacted. That 
from the firfi of May 1 6 9 If an J ^ er fon 
or Perfcns whatfoever, fall at any Time or 
Payment, exchange , lend, Jell, borrow, or buy ^ 
receive or pay any broad Silver Money, or Sil- 
ver Money wiclipt, of the Coin of this King- 
dom, for 'mere in Tale, Benefit , Profit , or Ad- 
vantage, than the fame was coin’d for , and 
ought by Lam to go for, be lent, fold for, bor- 
row’d, receiv’d, or paid, fhall forfeit the Su- ril 
of Ten Pounds, for every Twenty Shilling*) that 
fall be fo exchanged, lent, fold, borrowed, or 
bought , receiv’d or paid, a?id fo in Proportion 
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for any greater or JeJJ'er Sum : And this Penal- 
ty is given by the Act, one half to the 
King, the other to the Informer. 

Before this A£t, it began to be a common 
Trade to buy up weighty Silver .Money, with 
dipt Pieces, •and aMill’d Crown-Piece would 
readily yeild five dipt Shillings and three 
Pence, and fome were bought and fold for 
five and Sixpence, and fo it would have 
gon on, and the mill’d Money have rifen 
(as long as any had been left unmelted) 
until it had come to fuch a Price, as that 
the dipt Pieces rauft have been fo many 
that their Weight would have near equal- 
led the Crown to have bought it ; but this 
Act put a flop to this Trade, and then the 
Dealers in Money, taking Advantage of 
the A( 5 ls not providing againft giving 
more Pieces in Tale for coin’d Gold, than 
it was Coin’d for, prefently began to raife 
the Value of Guyneas, and gave 23 dipt 
Shillings fora Guynca, which at Higheft 
never yielded above 22 s. nor commonly 
more than their real Value, viz,. 21 s. 6/1. 
till the beginning of March was twelve 
Month, and then few would take them as 
thofe Jobbers and Moniers gave for them, 

I mean at 23 s. till thefe Traders in Coin , 
had been about a Fortnight buying up all 
they .could get at that Rate, and then they 
rofe apace ; for by the beginning of May, . 
they came to pafs at 25 • r. the Guynea,

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which was near the Par to the Value of 
the dipt Silver that was then current (and 
there was no other but dipt Money cur- 
rent) for immediately after the palling this 
Aft, and rife of Guyneas, all the weighty 
Money difappear’d, and was hoarded up, as 
being of a certain Value, and therefore 
to be reckon’d real Treafure, and more 
worth than Gold, when it had obtain’d 
fuch an Imaginary (and I might add) crimi- 
nal Value , and evidently better than the 
current Money, which had loll fo mu£h 
of its Weight by dipping. At this Rate of 
2 ) s. the Guynea, l’cood for two or three 
Months, becaufe fo much dipt Money 
weighed, one with another, as much as 
2i x. or 21 s.6d. ought to weigh: But 
in thsfe two or three Months, the 
Clippers Were very bufily employ’d to make 
a new Advance of Gold, by lelfening th e 
Silver and (wanting broad Weighty Mo- 
ney to work on ) dipt over again that 
which had been before dipt, and as this 
fecond clipping increafed, the Guyneas be- 
gan to rife again in their Price, till they 
came to 5 ox. or upwards; nor would they 
have hop’d there, had not the Exchequer 
and Receivers of the publick Money re- 
fus’d to receive them, which gave them a 
check, at which many confiderable lltanhcts 
and SDralers in raged and ftorm’d 

exereamly, and omitted no endeavours to 

force 
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force the Treafury, to receive them at 30 s- 
at leaft. And all this while the Dealers in 
Money gave all the Incouragement 
they could to the currency of dipt and 
bale Money, by receiving it, tho’ never 
fo much dipt or apparently counterfeited. 
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And all along as our Guyneas rofe, and 
•gain’d their hurtful Value, the Exchange in 
our foreign Trade grew 'more, and more 
to our Diladvantage ; for Foreigners, when 
they found we our felves judg’d a quarter 
of an Ounce, and Nine Grains ol Gold 
(which is the Weight of our Guyneas) 
was worth 25- or 30 s. of our Shillings, 
they exchang’d their Money, or gave Bills 
’ (which is the fame thing) accordingly. 
And fo we loft as much by that , as the 
Guyneas advanc’d in their Price, which was 
juft fo much real Lofs to the Nation. 



In this Condition the Parliament found 
us when they laft met, viz,. Novemb. 22. 

1 69 $■. And His Majefty in his Speech, at $^cch. 
the opening of the Seffion, took Notice of 

the great Difficulty tve lay under, by reafon of 
" the ill State of our Coin. The Redrcfs of which 
may (fays He), prove a farther Charge ro the 
Nation ; but this is a matter cf Jo general [ 

' Concern, and of fo 'very great Importance , that 
I have thought ft to leave it intirely to my Far- ; 
liamcm. i

The <jth. Decemb. the Houle of Lords 
refolv'd on an Adrels to be prefented to 
His Majefty, to iiTue out a Proclamation, 
that from fuch a Day, or Days, as his Ma- 
Lords Ad- jefiy jhotdd think fit, no dipt Money, of ajsj 
drefs. fort, Jhould pafs in Payment, as the current Coin 
of this Kingdom, which they communica- 
ted to the Houle of Commons,, and de? 
fir’d their concurrence in it. The next Day 
the Commons took it into Confideration, 
and went into a Committee of the whole 
Houfe, to confider of the State of the 
Coin, and to confider of a Fund to make 
good the Deficiency of ciipt Money j and 
not going thorough with it that Day, they 
went into a Committe on it the next Day, 
and (that being Saturday ) fo they did the 
Monday following, when they perfected 
their Refolutions; which the next Day, 

• viz .. Tttcfday, Decemb. 10th. were reported 
and agreed to by the Houfe, and were as 
follows, 'Viz,. That the moft effectual Way, to 
put a flop to the Mifchief, which the Nation 
fujftrs by the currency of Ciipt Money, is, tore- 
coin the fame. . v

The next day was a Day of Farting and 
Humiliation ; but the Day following they 
ordered an Addrefs to be made to his 
jefty on thefe Refolutions., and ordered 3 
Bill to be brought in for Regulating the Siht

This Proclamation, nay even the Votes 
before the Prodamation , had the good Ef- 
fed, that immediately the Exchange alter- 
ed to our Advantage very confiderably, in 
fo mud?, that whereas a Pound Sterling, 
which formerly yielded Thirty fix Dutch 
Skillings inExchange ,and fince theClipping 
ourMoney,and Advance of Guinea s would 
bring' but 27 Dutch Skillings in Exchange 
( nay I have been told it was fallen to 2 $■ 
Skillings) would now bring 31 Skillings 
and upwards. But this lafted not long, for 
the unlawful Price, or mijehievous Value of 
Guinea's keeping up, and fome Delays and 
Difficulties happening in the palling the Act 
for Remedying the ill State of the Coin, die 
Exchange altered again, fo that the Ex- 
change was at about 28 Skillings, bscaule 
every Body being able to coin his Gotd in- 
to Guinea’s, without any Expence, or much 
Delay, the Mint being obliged to do it 
gratis, our Silver was bought up, and fent 
"into Holland, where lefs than 1 6 Ounces of 
it would buy an Ounce of Gold, which 

C being 
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being brought hither and coined, would 
make Four Guinea’s within Two-peny 
Weight, and thofe Guinea’s palling at 30 s 
each, produced fix Pounds j whereas 16 
Ounces of Silver coined here make but 
4/. 2s-. Sd. and by this Means all our new 1 
Money, and all the Silver in the Kingdom 
was like to have been melted down, and , 
carried away, and at the fame time the 
Nation mult have loll as confiderably by 
the Exchange. Therefore the Parliament 
refolved to make an Aft fir taking off the 
Obligation and Encouragement for coining Gui- 
neas fir a certain time therein mentioned . which 
pahed foon after the Aft fir Remedying the 
illState of the Coin: The Effedl of a part of 
thefe Acts I dial I here inferc for your Per 
ufal, together with fome Claufes that are 
in other Acts palfed this Seffion with rela- 
tion to the Silver and Gold Coin, without 
Rating to you the Occafions of them be- 
caufe neither my Time nor Paper will’npr' 

mit it; for I muft fpare enough of 
both to make fome Remarks on what the 
Parliament hath done, and fuggeft to" you 
what I take to be your Duty , and the Duty of , 
every good Engliflman to do on this Orci 

lion, the Omiffion of which may not on- 
ly continue, but increafe the Mifchiefs thefe 
Acts were made to cure, and in a little 
time bring the Nation into utter Confufi- 
on, and irrecovej able Ruine. In the Aft. for 
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Remedying the ill Eftate of the Coin of this 
Kingdom, The Preamble declares, 'that the 
Courfe of clip Money amongfl us is to the tm- 
fpeakable Wrong anil Prejudice of his Majefty 
and his good. Subjects in their Affairs ,as well pub- 
lick. as particular , and no fufficietit Remedy can 
he applied to the manifold Evils arifng from 
Clipping the Money, without re-coining the dipt 
Pieces, and then provides .regular and ef- 
fectual Methods for re-coining it. And in 
that ACt are thefe Claufes following.

Be it Enabled , See. "That the Receivers and 
Collectors, and other Officers inltufied with the 
Receipt or Collection of his Majefty s Revenues, 
Impositions, Duties, faxes, Aids , or Supplies , 
or any of them granted and in being, or here- 
after to be granted, fliall , and by this ACl are 
(ever ally required to accept and take in Payment 
for his Majefty s Ufe , for or upon Account of the 
faid Revenues , Impofttidns , Duties, taxes.

SIR, 

T Mult beg your Pardon for an Omiflion 
1 in my Letter, and Leave to add it in a 
Poftfcript. 

The Parliament obfervingthat a pernici- 
ous Dodtrin was publickly vented, viz.. That 
the King by his Prerogative might alter the 
Standard of our Coin, and that it muffc be 
altered, and new Money made lighter than 
the old, and a new Name given to the old, 
whereby it Ihould be made current for more 
than it was coin’d for , ( which they, that 
promote this Dodtrin, call railing of our 
Money) were fenfible that the Expectation of 
fuch an Alteration would make Men keep 
up all their weighty Money •, becaufe, after 
the Change of the Standard (if it would buy- 
no more Commodities than before ) it would 
pay more Debts, and forefeeing that fuch 
an Apprehenfion in the People would leften, 
if not break the publick Credit, in regard 
’us not probable that any one would be per- 
fwaded to lend tne Government 5 Ounces 
of Silver, if he thought he Ihould be repaid 
again with only 4 Ounces. T o prevent the 
Evils that fuch Opinions had occafioned, or 

might 
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might occafion ^ and to fecure the Peoplf 
that when they trufted the Government, 
they fhould not be repaid by Words and 
new Names, but in the fame Coin, or Weight 
and Fincnefs of Metal they advanced upon its 
Credit. In the j 4£1 for Remedying the ill 
State of the Coin of this Kingdom , It is 
Enadted, That the dipt Money ( which that i 
Adt requires to be melted down ) /hall be 
Recoin’d by the Mill and Prefs into Current 
Money of this Realm , to hold fuch Weight and 
fincnefs as are preferibed by the prefent In- 
denture of the Mint, which Weight and Fine - 
nefs ( as they are the old Lawful Standard 
of England , fo by that Adi ) are declared to 
Be, and lhall Be and Remain to be the Stand - . 
ard for the Lawful Silver Coin of this King- 
dom. 

I need not remark to you, that the Word, 
fiall remain to be , being indefinite, imports 
as much as if it had been (aid, Jhall always 
remain to be.
